PORTLAND, Feb. 23~The supply

The law In question which was pre-
pared by a Joint state commission
representing this State and the State
of Washington, Is now awalting the
slgnature of Governor Chamberlain,
and it s understood that he will ap-
prove It The Washington Leglsla+
ture has not yet acted on the meas-
ure, but It In expected that the law-
makers of that State will indorse it
and this sccomplished, the old quar-
rel between the fishing Interests of
the two States will be ended, for a
time at least, .

Changes in Butter Market.

The butter market for the time Is a
matter of much uncertalnty. Today
quotations on standard creamery ran
all the way from 35 to 37 cents a
pound, some of the makers raising
the price n cent and others two,
while two of the loeal creameries an-
nounced no change In the prices at
all.  The chances are that the ad-
vances made by some of the oper-
tors today will not hold for long, for
a ‘materfal increase in the cream sup-
ply Is a certainty In the near future.
